The coimnftnique of 24 May 1958 on the decisions of the MOSCOW Con- 
ference announced: 

A Reduction '6S 55,000 momb ers of the Rumanian Armed Forces ^ 
by far the greatest reduction among the SatelDites. The apparent 
explanation is that in proportion to the size of the area eind to the 
tasks, Rumania had the highest strength. This supports the estimate 
of 270,000 members of the Rumanian Armed Forces, not including the 
troops of the N.A.I./2^ic; M,A.I. (Ministry of the Interior)j7* 

The steps j^BSSSSSi already taken include : call up of only one 
part of January 1958 quota j returning to their homes the 

members of the Armed Forces who had completed one year of service; 
transfer to the reserves of many career officers. This has just 
begun to go into force and there is noticeable considerable worry 
among the officers on active duty who are afraid of losing their posts. 

There is already a considerable rediiction of the troops which 
were formerly in garrison; this is the case at BUZAU. 

B A complete withdrawal of Soviet Forces stationed in 
RUMANIA is announced for the near future. There was formal confirmation 
by the Soviet Ambassador and the MlHtary Attache iho agreed that 
Western observers would have full opportunity to verify this. 

The following steps are now in progress: the children of the
